The reeve explained that the reso- 
. lution regarding the paymeny of a 
bonus to the secretaries of the LAAN 
cipal District for securing hail | 
applications had beer forwarded to: 
the Hail Board and had algo been 
placed before the annual meeting of } 
that body held in Calgary on March 
19, 1925, but had been completely | 
snowed under. :

The reeve had introduced such a 
resolution soon after the re-organia- 
ation of the Council on March 6th 


last, but it received such adverse erit-|2nd Dominion Governments for free 


iciam from a part of the Council that 
it was withdrawn without being voted 
on. Another resolution had 
drafted along the line suggested by 
the Council and had been passed on 
June 9th last. Both resolution were 
read as well as a statement showing 
that a total of $63,000 had been ex-

The 
reeve then gave a short address ex- 
phaining: 


1. That the Council in 1922 ad 1923 
had been faced by many difficult situ- 
rations, 

2. That beginning with 1924 he 
believed there might nave been a 
waving of about four or five thousand 
dollars if the road work had been 
done since that time by contradt in- 
stead of by day !abor. 

8. That under the road poticy 
as finally adopted by the Council the 
advice and services of the road com- 
missioder are at the disposal of any 
councllor on request. 

4, That each councillor has prac- 
tiazlly complete control over and 
is responisble for all work done in his 
division.

Canadians are declared to be “slow but sure and rellable.” We believe 
that the people of this Dominion have justly established for themselves the 
reputation of rellabillty. We may lack the dash, the enthusiasms, the boast- 
lulness of our neighbors to the south, and no doubt it,would be to our advant- 
age if some of their enthusiasm and energy were injected-into our national 
make-up. Our southern neighbors would* probably be better off with a little 
loss of such national characteristics just as Canadlans would be better off 
With a little more, 

The year of 1926 would appear to be an excellent ono in which to develop |

There has been 
talk of hard times in Canada, and unquestionably some recent years have becn | 
trying and difficult, but such conditions have existed in most countries, Not 
lony ago that student of world affairs, Sir Clifford Sifton, stated with absolute 
conviction that man for man no country in the world was better off than Can- | 
ada, and in no country did there exist better opportunities for the: man or 
woman willing and eager to work. 

The year is yet young, but already in different sections of the country 
contracts for more new building have been let than is usually the case by 
mid-summer, and announcement of new and large undertakings is now the 
order-of the day. Only recently one of the big railway groups in England 
announced the placing of an order in Canada for 26,000,000 feet of British 
Columbia Douglgs fir for railway ties, an order which exceeds in quanuty the 
“whole of British Columbia's export to the United Kingdom two years ago. The 
Admiralty has decided to use Douglas fir for the decks and bulkheads of future 
battleships, and the British Board of Trade will use the same material for its 
motor boats and-lifeboats. In two years British Columbia’s export of timber 
das risen from 16,000,000 feet to 66,000,000 feet in 1925. 

These facts are cited, not in a spirtt of boastfulness, but as concrete evid- 
ence, as substantial reasons, why Canadlans should altogether abandon that 
“inferiority complex” for which they are criticized and which does act to re- 
tard the development of the Dominion and to create a lack of confidence, and 
a self-depreciation, which is inimical to the welfare of Canada. Let 1926 
see this weakness in our national make-up buried forever.

Brown was the 
first agent .appointed by the com- 
pany at Port Moody in 1886 while 
Fullerton served thirty years in 
Montreal with the old Allen Line, 
going to Vancouver in 1888. <
